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Still no justice for Kevin Hughes

O N FRIDAY 6th October at the 
Royal Courts of Justice in The 
Strand, Central London, Justice 
Holland heard the appeal of political 
prisoner Kevin Hughes. 

The proceedings in Court No.5 took 
just 10 minutes, while Kevin was locked 
in a dock with bars sitting beside a 
prison officer. The judge reduced the 
racially motivated part of the sentence 
by 6 months (from 18 months to 12 
months), indicating that the sentence 
from the original trial at Worcester 
Crown Court had been severe. But the 
alleged assault part of his sentence 
(12 months) stayed the same. 

Kevin had been sentenced to two-and- 
a-half years in prison for “racially 
aggravated common assault" after a 
complaint by an illegal immigrant to 
the police. 

Incredibly during the original trial, no 


doctor’s notes were ever produced to 
substantiate the alleged assault that 
the twice failed Kurdish asylum-seeker 
had told police had taken place. In fact 
no doctor had ever examined the man 
at the time of the incident or at any 
time after. This was brought up at the 
appeal by Kevin’s barrister but didn’t 
seem to sway the appeal judge. 

So Kevin Hughes will now stay in prison 
until May 2007. Such is the parlous state 
of British “justice”, that a man will spend 
Christmas incarcerated away from his 
family and friends, based on the word of 
a man who twice tried to con his way into 
our country and claimed he had been 
verbally abused, but then later admitted 
he could not speak English. 

Outside court over 30 people, including 
BNP chairman Nick Griffin and deputy 
leader Simon Darby, gathered to show 
their support.

murder the 
media don’t 
want to know 

T HE murder of Kriss Donald has 
been described as a race-hate 
crime of appalling inhumanity 
against a defenceless boy. 

The 15-year-old was repeatedly 
stabbed in the chest and back before 
being doused in petrol and set alight 
while he bled to death by a gang of 
Glasgow Muslims who fled Britain 
for Pakistan after the murder. 

But despite running for 5 weeks, the 
Kriss Donald race-hate murder trial 
at the High Court in Edinburgh has 
been virtually ignored by the media. 
It was the most vicious and sadistic 
case of race-murder in post-war 
Britain, but not a single British 
national newspaper covered the trial - 
with the exception of one brief report 
in The Times. 

Compare this with the blanket 
television news coverage and huge 
headlines that the murder of black 
teenager Anthony Walker, by a gang 
of white thugs in a park in Huyton, 
Merseyside received last year. 

Why the disparity? Simply because 
the murder of a black youngster by 
white racists conforms to the politi¬ 
cally correct notion of a race-hate 
crime.

T HE Government is preparing 
for the influx of gypsies and 
travellers from Eastern Europe by 
allocating £57 million over the next 
18 months to address the current 
shortfall in provision and tackle the 
problem of unauthorised camping. 
With Bulgaria and Romania joining 
the European Union in 2008 and 
both countries having large and very 
mobile gypsy population, there are 
predictions that many will target 
Britain in an effort to access our 
benefits system. 

To meet this demand the Government 
is immediately making available 
£17 million of taxpayers’ money 
to provide 134 additional pitches 
for gypsies and travellers, and to 
refurbish 57 existing sites. 



I MMIGRANTS from the Congo 
are to be offered homes in 
Norfolk. 

A group of about 60 Africans are to 
settle in the Norwich area as part of 
the Home Office-funded Gateway 
Protection Programme. 

The Government will provide 
£575,000 to fund the resettlement 
over the next year, which will pay 
for all accommodation. 

Similar schemes are under way in 
Sheffield and Bolton, and Norfolk 
is set to become one of the first 
southern counties to take part.

P OLICE have been called out 19 
TIMES to Burnley’s new super 
school, Hameldon Community 
College, in its first five weeks open. 

So it was no wonder that worried 
parents attended a public meeting, 
amid reports of children being 
stabbed, assaulted, threatened with 
knives and bullied, hoping to discuss 
the deteriorating situation with 
headteacher Gill Broome, and 
education officials from Lancashire 
County Council. 

But they didn’t bother to turn up, so 
it was left to British National Party 
councillor Len Starr, to pledge that he 
would make sure the school was aware 


of parents’ concerns and that he would 
push for increased security measures 
so that pupils weren’t attending school 
in fear for their lives.

B RITISH schoolchildren could 
soon see traditional favourite 
fairy tales handed down through the 
generations, replaced by new stories 
promoting homosexuality.

This is the identity 
fraud that you are at risk from when 
supposedly personal and confidential 
information is sold to others. 
Confronted with these shocking 
revelations about the dishonesty of 
their many Indian call centre staff, one 
of the largest banks on Britain’s High 


Streets, HSBC, has responded by 
publicly denying that British customer 
details had been sold to criminals 
by its Indian call centre staff. But 
at the same time it has launched an 
investigation of 300,000 of its British 
bank current accounts to discover 
the extent of the thefts which may 
have been caused by “offshoring” the 
bank’s call centres to India. 

No doubt HSBC will be just as coy 
about what it discovers in the way of 
crooked call centres in India as it is about 
what ‘HSBC’ stands for! The owner 
of what was once Britain’s Midland 
Bank is actually the Hong Kong 
and Shanghai Banking Corporation, 
controlled by the Chinese! 

Britons who don’t want Chinese 
communists or Indian crooks ‘looking 
after’ their money would do well to 
find one of the few remaining banks 
not foreign-owned or offshored and 
move their accounts there! 



labour NIP acknowledges 
■NP raises valid issues 


JON CRUDDAS: The Labour Party 
are living in a parallel world to 
Britain’s working class.

AGENHAM MP and Labour 
deputy leadership candidate 
Jon Cruddas, has admitted that the 
British National Party raises valid 
issues on immigration and housing 
which reflect real local concerns 
and should be debated seriously. 

He even conceded that the BNP 
was right to attack globalisation and 
immigration for driving down the 
wages of ordinary working Britons. 
Addressing a Labour Party meeting 


in Manchester, the Dagenham MP 
acknowledged the extent that Labour 
has failed its traditional supporters: 
“When I go round and talk to my 
constituents, I cannot look them in 
the face and say another year of 
outstanding, relentless achievements. 
“Their housing pressures are growing. 
The borough has the worst-structured 
health inequalities in the country and 
we have been hit by a £ 13million cut in 
our own primary care trust budget.” 
Cruddas also admitted that many 
of his constituents’ earnings were 
falling. Citing the case of a “gang 
of Lithuanian blokes” he discovered 
who were earning £15 a day working 
on a public contract. 

“Migrant workers have been tacitly 
used to deregulate labour markets. 
This celebration of this flexible 
modem labour market that we have is 
not a panacea for a lot of the people I 
represent. It means that there is a race 
at the bottom of the labour market 
occurring”. 

No doubt forced to confront rather 


than continue to evade this reality by 
the election of twelve BNP councillors 
forming the official opposition on 
Barking and Dagenham Council, the 
Labour deputy leadership contender 
conceded that the BNP is right. 
Globalisation leads to immigration. 
Cheap migrant workers undercut 
the wages of the British workforce 
and lowers our standard of living. 
This is what British Nationalists have 
been saying for the last fifty years. 
Now those responsible are starting 
at last to admit that we were right 
all along. The catalyst for this has 
been the increasing awakening of the 
British people who are the victims. 
Having admitted we are right, what 
is Mr Cruddas going to do about it? 
Absolutely nothing. 

He can’t because his own party, 
The Labour Party, led by those he 
rightly accused of “living in a parallel 
world ”, is, as much as the Tories and 
Liberal Democrats, a party in thrall 
to globalising capitalism on which it 
depends for funding.

The ring, which signifies that its 
wearer pledges chastity before 
marriage, has been banned on the 
basis that the silver rings would 
infringe its jewellery policy, which 
only allows for ear studs to be worn. 

Muslim headscarf 
is school uniform 

C HRISTIAN girls will be 
ordered to wear Muslim 
headscarves at a new school in 
Leicester. 

Madani High School describes itself 
as ‘an Islamic school’, but it will 
still teach Church of England and 
Catholic children who live locally. 
Principal Zainab Elgaziari said: 

“I can’t see why if a student wears 
a headscarf it should be an issue. 

It is just part of our uniform.” 
Leicester City Council said that 
wearing Muslim headscarves would 
not deter Christian parents from 
sending children to the school . . . 
but it would say that wouldn’t it! Its 
Education spokesman is Hussein 
Suleman, who just happens to be 
on the school’s governing body. 


But just like in George Orwell’s 
Animal Farm, it appears that all pupils 
at Millais Secondary School are equal, 
but some attending the school are 
more equal than others. 

If you are a Sikh young lady you will 
be allowed to wear a kara bangle, 
which signifies restraint against doing 
evil, and if you are a Muslim you will 
be allowed to wear a headscarf. 

To many parents, the actions of the 
school smacks of institutionalised 
anti-Christianism. In fact, one of 
the parents went so far as to say, 
“It’s a discriminatory policy. There 
is a culture of discrimination in this 
country against Christians. It’s ABC 


-Anything But Christian .” 

Christian pupils feel betrayed and 
justifiably so. 

The girls must be wondering why, 
in a society reeling from an 
epidemic of under-age pregnancies 
and where the sexualisation of 
children in the media is bordering 
on child abuse, their simple 
statement of wearing a ring 
promising to remain chaste until 
marriage is not welcomed and 
encouraged.

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Ethnic quotas 
on Government 
contracts 

C OMPANIES bidding for 
Government contracts will fail 
if they do not employ enough 
black and Asian workers.

T HE Belfast aircraft manufacturer 
Shorts, is axing 645 jobs. 

The factory is owned by Canadian firm 
Bombardier which, despite seeing an 
increase in orders for the Dash 8-Q400 
turboprop which is made at the Belfast 
factory, have decided to move the jobs 
nearer home to its Toronto factory.

Shorts has a long history of aircraft 
production. In the years before and 
during the Second World War, the 
company was famous for its flying 
boats such as the Sunderland, the Kent, 
the Empire and the Solent. Later came 
the Belfast, a heavy four turboprop- 
engined cargo aircraft, the Skyvan and 
the SD330 and SD360, which also flew 
in airliner variants, as well as small 
freighter aircraft. 

The Short Brothers (Eustace and 
Oswald) established Britain’s first 
aerodrome in 1909 and began the first 
ever aircraft production line in the world 
when it began making replica Wright 
Type A biplanes. 

This latest news deals a severe blow to a 
company whose proud history stretches 
back 97 years and is another nail in the 
coffin of British aviation. 


Lottery funds 
Portuguese 
newspaper 

T HE 1 million-strong Portuguese 
population living in Britain has 
now got its own national newspaper, 
courtesy of funds provided by the 
British public. 

As Noticias, which was launched last 
month from an office in Thetford in 
Norfolk, is backed by the Keystone 
Development Trust which gets its money 
from the EEC and the National Lottery. 
Editor Eurico Rosa, will run the 
publication supported by 16 journalists 
with the purpose of helping Portuguese 
immigrants settling in East Anglia and 
London to access the services this 
country provides. 

“Portuguese migrants depend heavily 
upon the Portuguese language to survive 
and communicate, and our new 
newspaper will play a vital role helping 
with their integration into the 
community,” explained Keystone 
Project Manager Joao de Noronha. 


TUG too busy demonstrating against 
BNP councillors to save local jobs

W HILE the TUC was busy 
demonstrating outside Barking 
and Dagenham Council against the 
12 British National Party councillors 
sitting in the chamber, 72 local 
workers were losing their jobs at 
Barking’s Arcelor steel factory. 

The company’s site in River Road, 
Thames View, will no longer be used 
to process steel and the jobs are being 
off-shored to a cheap labour country. 
Steel was shipped into the factory 
via a private wharf and then cut and 
processed before being shipped to 
manufacturing companies who use it 


to make a range of products including 
filing cabinets and supermarket 
display shelves. 

Workers at the factory warned unions 
12 months ago that Arcelor, which 
took over the local Welbeck Steel 
works in 2003, was running the 
business down and redundancies 
looked on the cards. 

But apparently the trade unions 
weren’t interested because they were 
too busy preparing plans to lobby 
Barking voters against supporting 
BNP candidates at the forthcoming 
local elections. 



Big business recruits Polish labour 
to undercut British workers

O N THE very day that 
unemployment levels in 
Britain hit the highest level for six 
years, the TUC was heading for 
Poland to sign up thousands of 
Polish workers to the Union before 
they come to Britain. 

Thirty giant companies including 
Tesco, First Group, and the Jurys 
Doyle and Macdonald hotel groups 
are encouraging Polish nationals to 
apply for vacancies that the firms 
currently have in the UK. 

It is big business, seeking to pay the 
lowest wages it possibly can, that 
promotes the he that British workers 
will not do certain jobs. 

Our home-grown workforce will do 
any job, from cleaning toilets on 
trains, washing glasses in hotels and 
stacking shelves in supermarkets - 
provided the wage is a decent one. 
Therein lies the crux of the matter 
- there are 1.7 million unemployed 
workers in Britain yet these mega-rich 
companies are seeking to import 
Polish workers who will work for the 
minimum wage. 

Even TUC General Secretary Brendan 
Barber, admitted that Poles and other 
migrant workers become “sitting 


ducks for employers who delight 
in making money out of exploiting 
vulnerable workers.” 

So why isn’t the TUC campaigning 
against migrant labour coming here 
and for the rights of British workers? 
It’s simple. The TUC is in Warsaw 
because union membership has 
declined in recent decades as Britain’s 
manufacturing base has been 
destroyed. Just as this Labour 
Government is busy replacing, by way 
of an open door immigration policy, 
the electorate with a Third World 


population more likely to vote Labour, 
the trade union movement is seeking 
to boost its flagging numbers with 
migrant workers. 

Every paid-up union member should 
reconsider their membership of an 
organisation which no longer speaks 
for them, no longer represents them 
and is a key player in the destruction 
of traditional British society and the 
British economy. 

It’s time for a union which will 
defend British workers and help 
secure British jobs.

Poles get 
their tax 
back! 


L ABOUR’S claim that migrant 
workers contribute to the 
economy through the tax they pay 
is just another lie. 

The majority of Polish workers end 
up not paying any tax at all because 
they return to Poland for three months 
at the end of each tax year, enabling 
them to claim back almost all of 
the tax they have paid when their 
earnings are spread over the year. 
This is why many migrant workers 
are quite happy to undercut the 
British workforce by working for the 
minimum wage or less because they 
know by manipulating the system 
they end up better off. 

A Polish worker for instance, will work 
for nine months on the minimum wage 
keeping expenses to the minimum 
by sleeping in multi-occupied rooms 
with other migrant workers. All the 
time, sending a major proportion of 
their earnings back home via money 
transfer agents Western Union. 

Then it’s back to Poland for three 
months, living on their savings in 
a country where wages are just a 
quarter of those paid in Britain. 

While away, an agency in London 
gets any tax paid back from the Inland 
Revenue. For the new tax year, it’s 
back to Britain to once again undercut 
British workers and exploit our tax 
and benefits system. 





WIZZ AIR: Bringing up to 540

Cheap labour gets 
fast tracked to the 
West Midlands 

W IZZ AIR the largest 
low-fare airline in Central 
and Eastern Europe has 
announced a new service, 
using the 180-seater Airbus 
A320 aircraft, of three flights a 
week from Katowice in south 
Poland to Coventry. 

This fast-tracking of Polish 
workers through the airport in 
Baginton to the West Midlands 
job market will begin in July 
and will further hit an already 
beleaguered local workforce 
who for the past three years 
have seen wages undercut by 
the flood of migrant workers to 
the region. 
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DAY ONE: 

P EOPLE came from as far away 
as Cornwall and Scotland to 
show their support for Nick Griffin 
and Mark Collett as the second Free 
Speech trial got under way, albeit 
two days late, at Leeds Crown Court 
on Wednesday November 3rd. 

The delay undoubtedly reduced the 
numbers of those attending the 
demonstration of support, with many 
booking a day off work and train 
tickets for the Monday. But there 
was still a sea of flags and posters 
including front pages of Freedom and 
everyone was wearing a poppy. 

The Recorder of Leeds Crown Court, 
Judge Norman Jones, enters Court 8 
at 10.45 am and the jury of five men 
and seven women is sworn in, but then 
the case adjourned. 

DAY TWO: 

Rodney Jameson QC, opens the 
prosecution case explaining how 
a BBC undercover agent, Jason 
Gwynne, joined the party and 
attended “many BNP events”. 

His opening is a little more subdued 
than last time. Clearly the events and 
shift in political debate which have 
occurred since January have changed 
what the prosecution think they can 
present as credible. 

Back in January he tried to imply 
that any criticism of multicul- 
turalism was beyond the pale, 
almost evidence in itself of either 
criminality or insanity, but not 
any more. Now, in order to retain 
the slightest credibility, he feels 
compelled to admit that there are 
“inevitable stresses and strains” in 
a multicultural society. 

He concludes by 11.10 am and the 
jury are shown three BNP speeches. 
The Crown doesn’t call Jason 
Gwynne this time or any other 
witnesses, no one who was offended 
or insulted, no one who was 
‘threatened’, no police officer with 
any evidence of any kind of public 
disturbance, no one at all. 

The Prosecution case is closed by ten 
past twelve and the case is adjourned 
until a quarter past ten on Monday. 


Revisited 
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DAY THREE: 

Mark is called to the witness box 
by his Silk, Stuart Lawson-Rogers 
and after he swears on the Bible his 
defence gets under way again. 

He is asked to describe his education 
and how he got involved with the 
BNP, before he is taken through the 
two speeches that he faces charges 
on. The defence is clear that he 
was seeking not to incite ‘hate’ 
but to persuade new members and 
enquirers to get actively involved and 
to help advance our cause through the 
democratic political process. 

As part of Mark’s bundle of evidence 
for the jury is, among other things, 
the Home Office Joint Tenancy 
Agreement, which shows the huge 
list of handouts and luxuries given to 
asylum seekers in private accommo¬ 
dation (at taxpayers’ expense). 

At 12.15 Rodney Jameson QC, begins 
his cross-examination. 

The two joust over the press cuttings 
and speeches. Mark argues that the 
Prosecution is cherry-picking instead 
of taking the speech as a whole. 
Asked a question on his use of the 
word ‘pride’ and why it’s important 
that white people especially should 
have pride, Mark responds: 

“When there are Asian Pride Melas 
or Black History Month they get a 
round of applause from The Guardian 
and leftists, but when we talk of pride 
among white people this is ‘racist’.” 
Court is adjourned for the day 2.55 pm. 

DAY FOUR: 

Nick begins his defence telling 
Timothy King QC, for the defence, 
that in speeches to BNP members 
and supporters he had been trying 
to explain to his audience the 
distinction between different groups 
of Asians, as well as recruiting new 
Party activists. 

The grooming, drugging and rape of 
more than 60 white schoolgirls by 
young Asian men in Keighley, West 


Yorkshire (the venue for his 2004 
speech) had not been the work of 
Sikhs or Hindus, he said. 

“This is not a racial thing, it’s not 
an Asian thing, it’s a cultural and 
religious thing,” he said. The message 
of his speech had been that “if people 
don’t get involved politically, then 
the problem is going to get worse”. 
Nick, who has a Cambridge degree 
in history and law, pointed out verses 
from the Koran that supported his 
stance on Islam and its aims. 

The jury were then shown four videos 
Islam in Burnley (1999), .41 Qaeda UK 
(2003) and Edge of the City (2004) 
which all backed up Nick’s argument. 
The jury also saw the video Dirty’ 
Kaffur by Sheik Terra which called for 
the beheading of the BNP leader. 

DAY FIVE: 

Nick is cross-examined by Rodney 
Jameson QC, who questioned him 
about his view of Islam. 

When asked if he accepted there 
was a moderate majority within the 
Muslim community in Britain, he 
replied “most definitely not”. 

“These people as individuals are not

B ARKING British National Party 
councillor Lawrence Rustem, 
has given an exclusive interview to a 
Turkish language newspaper after 
a visit to Cyprus for the funeral 
of his Turkish Cypriot father. It 
was the first visit to the island by 
the British-born 32 year-old, who 
was raised by his mother after his 
parents separated 30 years ago. 
When asked about his inspiration 
to become a politician, Lawrence, 
who joined the BNP when he was 
seventeen, said that when he was 
studying politics at Greenwich 
University he discovered that it was 
the unbridled liberalism which 
pervaded all the mainstream parties, 
that was responsible for many of the 
problems the country faced today. 
Lawrence’s views on a range of topics 
was reported in the newspaper. 
Europe: “Labour and the Tories 
have surrendered this country’s 
sovereignty to Brussels. There must 
be a complete withdrawal from the 
European Union and this is one of 
the main policies of the BNP.” 

The Iraq War: “Weapons of mass 
destruction never existed. We went 
to war on a lie, and now over one 
hundred British soldiers and 600,000 
Iraqis have lost their lives.” 
Immigration: If people come to 
Britain then they must conform to the 
British culture. If they can’t then they 
must leave. I believe there should 
be financial incentives to encourage 
those who don’t want to assimilate 
to return from whence they came.

False analysis of

FFICIAL British Crime 
Survey statistics show that, 
over the last few years, the 
white community has suffered 
levels of racist crime of between 
36 and 100 times greater than 
should be expected (compared 
to that suffered within the 
minority ethnic communities). 
The Government gives a false 
analysis of this data, thus 
obscuring this disturbing fact. 
Similarly the Crown Prosecution 
Service replicates this culture of 
denial by falsely characterising 
racist crime as crime perpetrated 
by white people against the ethnic 
minority community. 

The way in which murder cases 
are reported (or ignored) is 
especially alarming. Since the 
murder of Stephen Lawrence in 
1993, the focus has been on 
the racist murder of members of 
the minority ethnic communities. 
However it is overwhelmingly 
the white community that suffers 
most - more white people are 
murdered by members of the 
ethnic minority community than 
vice-versa - despite there being 
approximately ten times more 
white people. 

Over the last nine years more 
white people have been victims 
of racist murder than people from 
the ethnic minorities. 

This problem of rapidly 
increasing magnitude may not 
even be the whole picture as 
there are indications (based 
on comparisons of interracial 
and racist murder) that racist 
murders of members of the 
white community are being 
significantly under-reported.

VER wonder where the money 
goes to for Children in Need ? 
Well I have discovered that large sums 
of money from the BBC’s big night 
of fund-raising is going to support 
overseas organisations who directly or 
indirectly deal with asylum seekers. 
Money has also been spent on similar 
projects such as ‘Refugee Action’ 
which received £232,227 thanks to 
the Beeb’s efforts. 

Children in Need raises millions of 
pounds each year, money which the 
general public thinks goes to helping 
British children in need. 

But last year over £1 million of the 
public’s money which was donated 
to Children in Need ended up in 
the bank accounts of organisations 
specifically set up to look after 
refugees and asylum seekers when 
they arrive in this country. 

One example of a donation made 
through Children in Need in 2005 
was £100,023 that was given to the 
Refugee Arrivals Project (RAP). This 
is an independent ‘charity’ set up to 
assist newly arrived asylum seekers 


and refugees, and employs 70 staff in 
addition to a pool of interpreters. 
Each week between 100 and 120 
asylum seekers are placed in 
accommodation in West London until 
they can be dispersed into the 
community. In 2004, the government 
paid around £108,000 to help fund 
this operation - money which comes 
from the taxpayers of this country. 
Now, money raised for Children in 
Need, is being siphoned off and used 
to pay for accommodation for asylum 
seekers, enabling the Government to 
expand its funding for the never- 
ending queue of immigrants arriving 
in this country. 

According to the National Audit office 
over £9 million was paid out last 
year to fund organisations assisting 
asylum seekers with housing, jobs 
and welfare needs. 

Needless to say the BBC on its 
Children in Need website makes 
no reference to the fact that money 
being donated for the needs of British 
children is ending up in the pockets of 
foreigners. If people knew this, they 
wouldn’t be so quick to give.

European Union orders 
needless animal experiments

HE European Union has 
ordered tens of millions of 
rabbits, mice and guinea pigs to 
be tortured and killed in cruel and 
needless experiments to serve the 
latest piece of pointless Brussels 
bureaucracy.

No hiliai place for our ral squiriel 


B RITAIN’S native red squirrel 
faces extinction because of 
a deadly disease brought to this 
country by the imported American 
grey squirrel. 

Squirrel poxvirus is spread by the 
grey invader, which carries antibodies 
to the virus making it immune from 
infection. The red squirrel possesses 
no such antibodies and dies within 15 
days of being infected. 

This disease is seen as a significant 
factor in the decline of the red squirrel 
in England, but now the disease has 
been spread north to Scotland by 
greys migrating from Cumbria. 
Scotland is home to 75% of the red 
squirrel population, but the species 


could become extinct there by the 
end of the century unless measures 
are taken to protect the habitat of the 
red squirrel and encourage the red 
whilst discouraging the grey. 

The red squirrel, which prefers 
coniferous woodland but will also 
live in broadleaved woods where 
no greys are present, is currently 
found in Wales, on the south 
coast of England, East Anglia, 
Durham, Northumbria, Cumbria 
and Scotland. It is protected by the 
Wildlife and Countryside Act, is a 
UK Biodiversity Action Plan priority 
species and is listed on Appendix III 
of the Berne Convention (protected 
fauna species).

Support farmers raising traditional livestock 


B RITAIN’S oldest breed of pig is 
on the endangered list because 
of an increase in pork and bacon 
imports from Denmark. 

The Tamworth, a highly distinctive 
pig with a reddish brown coat and 
erect ears, originated in the West 
Midlands area from which it takes its 
name. It is the only red pig native 
to Britain, and is noted for the high 
quality of its pork and bacon, in 
particular the dry cured variety. 

It has a long snout and is the closest 
remaining breed to the old British 
forest pig which, unlike many other 
breeds of British pig, has not been 
crossed with Oriental breeds. 

But now there are less than 167 
breeding sows remaining, leading

the Rare Breeds Survival Trust 
(RBST) to class the Tamworth as 
“an endangered species.” 

The RBST was formed to restore 
Britain’s native breeds of livestock, 


and promote their value to the public. 
Local independent butchers are 
accredited by the Traditional Breeds 
Meat Marketing Company to stock 
meat from rare British breeds. 

This meat comes from small, local 
farms where animal welfare is of 
prime importance, and the animal 
does not have to endure long 
journeys to be slaughtered. By 
marketing the local food, wealth is 
generated in the local area and is 
beneficial to the rural economy. 
Educating consumers to ensure that 
the meat they buy comes, if possible, 
from rare British breeds such as 
the Tamworth pig helps to aid the 
survival and encourage the practice 
of farming traditional livestock.

So when you take this time to reflect, hopefully you will look 
around and think to yourself - ‘yes, this is a good time of the year’. 
I hope you will also think of what you can do to make sure this 
heritage is handed down to future generations. 

The May local council elections need to be a watershed in British politics. 
If we are going to stop the steady erosion of our traditional Christian 
values, the British National Party needs to make a breakthrough. We 
need to get BNP councillors elected, and to get councillors elected we 
need to have good local BNP candidates prepared to stand for election.

HE newly reformed Manchester 
unit of the British National Party 
contested its first council election on 
Thursday October 19th in the inner 
city ward of Gorton South.

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Sixty years on 
George answers 
his country’s 
call once again

ORE than sixty years after he 
first answered his country’s 
call in its hour of need, George 
Johnson is once again stepping 
forward to lend his support to those 
working to defend the freedom of 
the British people. 

In May, after receiving a BNP local 
election leaflet, George Johnson came 
along to a BNP meeting in Gateshead 
where he met fellow ex-servicemen 
and a host of other people who, like 
him, are desperately worried about 
the direction our country is taking. 

“I was a bit apprehensive going to the 
meeting,” George told Freedom. 

“I didn’t know what to expect, especially 
with all the nasty things said about 
the BNP in the local newspaper, but 
once I started talking to people, I found 
they had the same concerns as me and 
wanted to do something about it.” 

Back in 1943, George was also 
apprehensive when he gave up his 
butcher’s job in Gateshead to join the 
Royal Navy and start his training at 
the naval base in Devonport. 

On June 6, 1944, he was aboard a tank 
landing ship taking part in Operation 
Overlord which had the task of carrying 
D-Day soldiers to Juno Beach. 

“Of course I was frightened. It was a 
really rough crossing and the soldiers 
we had on board were sick. 


“We also took on wounded troops 
as we were equipped with operating 
theatres and everything else casualties 
might need. There were quite a few. 
“That was my first trip at sea, and I 
remember watching the troops going 
out on to the beaches and feeling 
anxiety for them and what might be 
awaiting them.” 

George went on to serve with the 
Navy in the Mediterranean and 
the Pacific, witnessing the Japanese 
surrender in 1945.

He was welcomed to his first meeting 
by Tyneside BNP secretary Ken 
Booth, and the two quickly found 
some common ground. 

“The Normandy Veterans have traced 
George’s details and located the ship 
and landing craft that he was crewing. 
He was on the first wave at Juno 
Beach, which was the same beach 
my father landed on around the same 
time.” Ken reported. 

George, whose wife Jane died in 
2001, said he was pleased he had 
finally made the move to join the 
British National Party. 

“I have voted Labour for most of my 
life, but this lot today aren’t really 
Labour. They’re not interested in the 
well-being of working folk any more. 
The BNP is the only political party 
standing up for people like me and 
what is left of my generation.” 

Ken Booth hopes it is this message 
that will help the local media in the 
North East to want to look more 
closely at the BNP for themselves. 
“At present the press just seems to 
print whatever our opponents say, 
without checking any facts or seeking 
to balance their reports. Hopefully in 
the run-up to May’s election, with 
people like George joining our ranks, 
they will think twice before they 
publish attacks on the Party.”

Fellowship applied to build 
a £250,000 mosque with a 35 foot 
minaret at Gilwell Park, residents 
were understandably concerned. 
Over 100 turned up to a meeting at 
the scout centre called to, ‘alleviate 
residents’ fears which were based on 
misinformation and misunderstanding.’

Not wishing to cause any further 
disruption and having already gained 
the support of all the local residents, 
Rodney and Terry left the meeting 
and made their way to the Town Hall 
to lodge an objection to the building 
of a mosque in Gilwell Park.
